MAEBASHI — The Japanese 
judge relentlessly questioned 
yesterday a key prosecution 
witness who claims he saw 
Specialist 3.C. William S. Girard 
shoot and kill Mrs. Naka Sakai. 

Coming under nearly five 
hours of questioning at Girard’s 
manslaughter trial was Hisaji 
Sakai, a 26-year-old 
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Girard killed Mrs. Sakai on the 


Camp Weir firing range Jan. 30).

tioned Sakai (no relation to the 
dead woman) about events he 
claims he saw at the firing 
range. 

Kawachi finally adjourned the 
session about 5:15 p.m, He set 
the next session for Oct. 3 and 
added new sessions for Oct. 10, 
19, 21 and 31. 

The judge was even more re- 
lentiess in questioning Sakai 
than was the prosecution. He 
interrupted the witness several 
times and treated him so rough- 
ly verbally that Japanese news- 
men present were angered be- 
cause they felt he was brow- 
beating the witness. 


After Sakai’s four hours and 
45 minutes on the witness stand, 
Girard was called briefly. Kawa- 
chi asked him if he had shouted 
“get out” to Japanese metal 
Scavengers on the day Mrs, 
Sakai was shot. Girard said he 
had not. 


Sakai claimed in his testimony 
that Girard “appeared to be 
smiling” at Mrs. Sakai shortly 
before he shot her. 

He also said, however, that 
Girard had the butt of M-1 rifle 
under his armpit when he fired 
a used cartridge case from the 
grenade launcher into Mrs. Sa- 
kai’s back, The prosecution has 
claimed Girard aimed from the 
shoulder, : 


Calling of witnesses was de- 
layed by an argument.between 
rosecution and defense over 
introduction by the defense of 
three relief maps of Hill 655 
where Mrs. Sakai died. 


The prosecution contested the 
accuracy of the maps, and the 
judge said if there was “any 
question” about the details, the 
court probably would have to 
meet again at the shooting site. 
The defense finally withdrew 
one of the maps. 


As the court session opened, 
the prosecution obviously was 
unhappy over Judge Kawachi's 
Statement that he did not think 
the 22-year-old Ottawa, IIL, 
soldier was guilty of “deliberate 
murder.” 


Prosecutor Yoshiro Konawa 
pointed out to the United Press 
just before going into the court- 
room that it did not charge Gi- 
rard with “murder” which in- 
volves intent to kill but rather 
with “causing bodily injury 
leading to death.” 

“However,” he said, “I be- 
lieve the judge should ordinar- 
ily wait until all the facts have 
been presented before express- 
ing an opinion on the case.” 

Kawachi had been hotly 
criticized for expressing his 
opinion to newsmen.

India Urges

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(Kyodo-UP) — India proposed 
Thursday a five-member §sci- 
entific committee to supervise 
suspension of nuclear tests. 


The Indian U.N. delegation 
put forward the proposal in a 
revision of a draft resolution it 
had submitted to the General 
Assembly Wednesday, calling 
for immediate and unconditional 
suspension of atom and hydro- 
gen test explosions. 


India recommended a commit- 
tee composed of two “eminent 
scientists” from the Soviet side, 
two from the Western side, and 
a chairman to be nominated by 
agreement between the two 
sides. 

The Indian delegation § also 
submitted ~a draft resolution 
embodying its earlier suggestion 
that the 12-nation disarmament 
commission and its five-nation 
subcommittee be enlarged. No 
recommendation was made on 
the exact number of nations to 
be added.

No 2nd Day Trouble 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark.—US. 
Army troops formed a protect- 
ive skirmish line for nine Negro 
students who leisurely walked 
into Central High School Thurs- 
day, laughing and relaxed with 
no crowd but newsmen watch- 
ing them, 

As on Wednesday, an army 
car drove the six Negro girls 
and three boys to the front 
entrance of the school and two 
soldiers walking behind escorted 
them to the door. 

About six girls left school be- 
fore the Negroes appeared but 
three of them returned to school 
after the Negroes entered. 

The scene was completely 
quiet. There was no crowd, no 
shouts and no trouble, 

One white girl who stayed 
away from school Wednesday 
said her mother made her re- 
turn, against her will, to classes 
Thursday. 

“Some of us are going to get 
far behind if we stay away 
much longer,” she said. 

As students streamed in, a 
school spokesman said “it looks 
like ,this will be our most 
normal day this week.” 

Newsmen ran toward the mid- 
dle of the block to meet the 
Negro students providing the 
only flurry at the school. The 
soldiers with fixed bayonets re- 
mained calmly at parade rest~ 
a relaxed position in formation. 

About 1,000 paratroopers are 
in the Little Rock area and 
some 450 were on duty at the 
high school Wednesday. 

White students who had 
preceded the Negroes out of 
the big two-square-block high 
school were unanimqus in re- 
porting no incidents within the 
classrooms or hallways during 
Wednesday. 

Several of the students esti- 
mated that as much as half of 
the white student body boy- 
cotted classes during the first 


day. One unidentified youth 
estimated that classes, which 
normally average about 30 


pupils contained only from 9 to 
12 during the first integrated 
day. 

On Wednesday, more than 400 
battle-ready paratroopers with 
fixed bayonets cracked down on 
every attempt of a crowd to 
gather and actually bayonetted 
one man and clubbed a second 
with the butt of a gun. 

About 750 of the 2,000 white 
students either stayed away 
from school or left after the 
Negroes were ushered in by 
their cordon of protective para- 
troopers.

(AP)—U.N. Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjold was assured 
Thursday of another five-year 
term. The Security Council 
unanimously recommended his 
appointment and the General 
Assembly was expected to give 
final approval later in the day. 

Hammarskjold, 52, had no 
competitors for the job. He had 
support of both the United 
States and the Soviet Union. His 
current term does not expire 
until next April. 

Hammarskjold was elected in 
1953, succeeding Trygve Lie of 
Norway. High points in his first 
term include his flight to Pei- 
ping on behalf of imprisoned 
U.S. fliers and his role in the

Iraq Premier 


In Damascus 
With Saud 


DAMASCUS (AP)—Premier 
Ati Jawdat of Iraq arrived in 
Damascus Thursday in a drama- 
tic demonstration of allout ef- 
forts by King Saud of Saudi 
Arabia to patch up Arab world 
differences. 

It is the first visit of any 
Iraqi Premier to Syria since the 
establishment of the Baghdad 
Pact, which tended to isolate 
the Iraqi regime from other 
Middle East Arab nations, 

Iraq, like neighboring Jordan 
ruled by the Hashemite family, 
has long been feuding with the 
current Svrian regime. 


Premier Jawdat entered Syria 
from Lebanon by automobile 
after a trip to Beirut from 
Istanbul and received an ap- 
parently cordial official welcome. 

The Saudi Arabian king, who 
flew in Wednesday, apparently 
strongly urged Syria to invite 
Iraq to participate In the talks, 
which King Saud seems to hope 
wUl prevent the Mideast situa- 
tion from becoming a dangerous 
crisis, 


‘With Egypt, Syria’ 

CAIRO (Kyodo-UP)—A Cairo 
newspaper quoted King Saud 
Thursday as saving his nation 
was “one” with Egypt and Svria. 

Saud was reported having told 
Al Akhbar publisher Mestafa 
Amim that “I am loyal to my 
pledges and my friends. I stand 
by them in critical times, 

“There is no need for me to 
express my feelings toward 
Egypt and Syria but I would 
like to say our nations are one.”

For 2nd Half 
Approved at 
2,009 Million 


The Government yesterday 
formally fixed the foreign cur- 
rency budget for the latter half 
of the current fiscal year (Octo- 
ber-March 1958) at $2,009 mil- 
lion. 

The budget, approved by the 
council of Cabinet Ministers 
concerned, is broken down to 
$1,652 million for imports (in- 
cluding a reserve fund of $80 
million) and $357 million for 
invisible trade payments. 


The appropriations for im- 
ports represent a sizable de- 
crease of some $831 million as 
compared with the actual spend- 
ings for imports during the cor- 
a period of last fiscal 
year. 


The appropriations bring the 
spendings for the entire 1957 
fiscal year to an estimated total 
of seme $53,350 million, as the 
spendings for the first half are 
er at around $1,700 mil- 
ion. 


The estimated whole-year 
figure Of $3,350 million is about 
$1,000 million less than both the 
original estimate for fiscal 1957 
of $4,300 million and the actual 
spendings for the last fiscal 
year of $4,249 million. 


Major items on the import 
budget include $379,640,000 for 
textile materials, $330,000,000 for 
goods to be imported under the 
automatic approval system, 
$259,830,000 for food, $150,000,- 
000 for machinery, $96,224,000 
for petroleum, $68,500 for iron 
and steel material as well as 
iron and steel products and 
$49,363,000 for coal. 


Funds for foodstuffs and 
clothing include $76 million for 
rice, $71 millioi. for wheat, $25 
million for barley, $47 million 
for sugar, $34 million for soy- 
beans, $198 million for raw cot- 
ton and $142 million for raw 
wool, 

In fixing the Octobcr-March 
foreign currency budget, the 
Government placed emphasis 
on improvement of Japan's 
balance , of international ac- 
counts, The account situation 
deteriorated during the first 
half of the current fiscal year. 

Steel materials, pig iron and 
clectrolytic copper were strick- 
en off the import list, the for- 
mer two because domestic in- 
vestments had been reduced 
and the latter because of a 
sudden worsening of its domes- 
tic market, 

However, the import budget 
gives rather ample appropria- 
tions for industrial coal, scrap 
iron, crude oil, raw cotton and 
raw wool to mee: domestic re- 
quirements. 

Ample appropriations are also 
set aside particularly for 
textile raw materials, sugar and 
some other items for fear that 
a cut in appropriations may 
result in a general price in- 
crease. 

Import of nonurgent items is 
limited to those Japan must 
import under trade agreements. 

Government quarters consider 
the foreign currency budget as 
“proper and sufficient.” 

The appropriations for invit- 
ing artists and others from 
abroad also are less than the 


April-September period.

He said: “I 
will visit Europe on my way 
back from the U.S. and show up 
also at the GATT convention.” 

Aichi says Kono’s main mis- 
sion is to attend the GATT meet- 
ing and that his U.S. visit is a 
secondary matter while Kono is 
advancing an exactly opposite 
claim. 

Kishi must avoid giving the 
impression that his cabinet is 
being run by Kono. On the 
other hand, it would be difficult 
for him to make Kono give up 
the idea of visiting the U.S. 

Thus he thought of the GATT 
convention as an official explana- 
tion for Kono’s trip. 


Kono himself, however, has| 


no intention of taking over the 
Kishi-Fijiyama diplomacy, 

He merely resents being 
termed a tolerator of commu- 
nism, It appears he is anxious 
to visit the U.S. to clarify his 
stand to U.S. Government lead- 
ers. 

The Kishi Cabinet has decided 
to send Kono to the GATT con- 
vention on the one hand and 
Deputy Prime Minister Mitsu- 
jiro Ishii to the Colombo Plan 
conference by way of balance 
on the other hand.

Fujiyama himself 
intended to do so, but his plans 
were foiled by intraparty poli- 
tical considerations. 


For the same reason, Bam- 
boku Ohno, vice president of 
the ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party, was chosen to represent 
Japan at ceremonies marking 
the independence of the Federa- 
tion of .Malaya last month. 


Kishi and Fujiyama, who lay 
great stress on Asia, should 
have used to better advantage 
such an opportunity when the 
Prime Ministers and Foreign 
Ministers of Asian nations as- 
sembled.

People’s livelihood in fiscal 
1956 continued to improve, but 
the pattern of their spending 
underwent a striking change. 


This is the finding of a latest 
survey by the Economic Plan- 
ning Agency, which is detailed 
in its White Paper entitled 
“The State of People’s Living 
in Fiscal 1956.” 


The White Paper, released 
Wednesday, showed that per 
capita -ncome and the income 
of urban workers chalked up a 
11.3 and 7.9 per cent increase, 
respectively, over the previous 
fiscal year. 


It noted, however, that a rise 
of only 1.5 per cent was record- 
ed in farm household income. 

The most conspicuous feature 
of last year’s people’s livelihood 
was a marked change in the na- 
ture of general consumer 
spending. ’ 

In the case of urban dwellers, 
for instance, residential and

clothing outlays went up 15.6) 


| 


and 9.7 per cent, respectively, 
while the increase rates for 
staple foods; and illumination 
and heating remained low at 1.9 
and 2.8 per cent, respectively. 

Another notable trend was 
that while spending for neces- 
sities declined, outlays for lux- 
uries associated with modern 
living showed an inclination to 
rise. 

For example, people spent 
more on radios and other elec- 
tric appliances. In fiscal 1956, 
730,000 washing machines were 
sold, and the rate of households 
possessing radio sets rose to one 
set per 11 households. 

Cultural and social outlays in 
the household budget, including 
transportation, communication, 
education and recreation, went 
up by 6 per cent for city dwel- 
lers and 3.4 per cent for rural 
residents. The increase rate for 
this type of spending was grea- 
ter among low-income brackets 
than in those better-off. This 
was a reversal of the past trend.

IOC Takes 4 Games Out of Team Competition 


Equestrianism, Cycling, 
Gymnastics, Pentathlon 


SOFIA, Bulgaria (INS)—The International Olym- 
pic Committee voted Wednesday to eliminate team 
classifications in four sports after the 1960 Games at 


Rome. 

The sports affected by the IOC | 
decision are gymnastics—domi- 
nated by team champion Russia | 
at the 1956 Games in Melbourne 
—the modern pentathion, eques- 
trianism and cycling. 


Competition in these sports, 
the IOC ruled, will be on an in- 
dividual basis in 1964. 


Russia was the winner of the 
unofficial team title at the Mel- 
bourne Games when _ Soviet 
athletes piled up points in sec- 
ondary sports, principally in 
gymnas;.ics. The Russians vault- 
ed into the team leac ahead of 
the U.S. by winning seven of 
eight events in men’s gymnas- 
tics. 

Russia also won the team title 
in women’s gymnastics and the 
modern pentathion. 


Changes for Rome 
SOFIA, Bulgaria (AP)—The 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee Wednesday made two slight 
changes to the 1960 Olympic 

Games program in Rome, 


The IOC decided to eliminate 
the running-deer-shooting event. 
It aso limited the entry list for 
the modern pentathlon to 60 
men. The international federa- 
tion will decide on what basis 
the 60 men will be chosen, 


After the morning session it 
was reported that the dressage 
event cf the equestrian pro 
gram had been cut out. How- 
ever, at the afternoon session 
this was restored, 

No decision was taken on the 
request of the Rome organizing 
committee to reduce the num- 
ber of gymnastics medals from 
15 to four. 

The IOC ordered the Interna- 
tional Wrestling Federation to 


make a cut in its program 
starting in 1964. Up to now 
and in the Rome Games free- 


style and Greco-Roman wrestl- 
ing have been on the program 
with eight weight categories in 
each event. The TOC said that 
starting in 1964 bouts in only 
eight categories could be held 
as a whole but left it up to the 
federation to decide how to 
make the cuts, 

The IOC also put on its list 
of recognized organizations the 
International Rugby Federation 
and the International Toboggan 
Federation. 

Rugby, however, Was not 
admitted as an Olympic event. 
Toboganning has been recogniz- 
ed as an Olympic sport under 
the jurisdiction of the bobsled 
federation. 

Since bobsled competition has 
been eliminated for the 1960 
Games, the Squaw Valley, Calif., 
organizing committee is study- 
ing the possibility of building 
a toboggan run. 

The 10C also decided to keep 
both breaststroke and butterfly 
swimming in the 1960 Games. 
A nation may enter only three 
men for both events, however, 
as at Melbourne.

New Yorkers Told 
No Danger in Toys 


NEW YORK (Kyodo-UP) — 
Health departments throughout 
the United States were making 
their own laboratory checks 
Wednesday on a report that 
some Japanese toy trucks and 
autos now on American toy 
counters were painted with po- 
tentially injurious lead paints. 

Health authorities in one state 
were said to have called for 
Federal and police assistance in 
checking the possible menace. 
Japanese toys were reported re- 
moved from the counters in at 
least one large department store. 

But the New York City Health 
Department offered a calming 
word to thousands of parents 
whose calls have flooded health 
department offices since the dis- 
closure of the possible danger. 

Although nine children have 
died of lead poisoning here this 
year, all their cases were traced 
to house and furniture paint, 
not toys; and the questioned 
toys are designed for 3 to 6-year- 
olds, not for teething infants 
who are the most likely to eat 
the paint off their playthings. 
There is no danger of fatal or 
mentally crippling lead poison- 
ing through any means except 
chewing the paint off the toys 
and swallowing it.

Two DC7C flights via In- 
dia will leave Haneda on Thurs- 
day and Sunday nights at 11:30 
p.m. and one DC6B flight on 
Tuesday at 9 p.m., as vefore. 
Beginning on Oct. 6, the date 
the new schedule goes into ef- 
fect, SAS will also have two 
weekly services to Rangoon, one 
on Tuesday and the second on 
Thursday. 


A new regulation issued by 
the U.S. Civil Aeronautics Board 
to require standardized arrange- 
ment of basic flight instruments 
for transport aircraft, both civil 
and military, was hailed by the 
Air Line Pilots Association, as 
“a significant step forward in 
air safety and an important 
contribution to the national de- 
fense.” C. N. Sayen, president 
of ALPA, which represents 13,- 
000 commercial air line pilots, 
said the CAB was to be highly 
commended for its action which 
would not only be of benefit to 
the men who operated the na- 
tion’s aircraft, but to all air 
travelers because of the increase 
in safety it represented. The 
regulation, which becomes ef- 
fective Oct. 17, specifies 4 stan- 
dardization of positions on the 
instrument panel to _ present 
basic information as to air- 
speed, altitude, attitude, and 
direction. This contrasts sharp- 
ly with the previous situation 
where instrument arrangements 
differed from air line to air line 
and, in some cases, from aircraft 
type to aircraft type within the 
same air line. At the same time, 
instrument arrangements in 
military transports, while stan- 
dardized on their own aircraft, 
differed widely from those of 
commercial aircraft. Pilots fly- 
ing in various types of aircraft 
on their own air lines at ran- 
dom intervals and those flying 
interchanged equipment  be- 
tween one air line and another 
found themselves having to ad- 
just periodically from one pat- 
tern of instrument arrangement 
to another. 


Sale of two DC6B aircraft to 
Jugoslovenski Aero Transport

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~ Constitutional Study 


‘Phe Constitution Research Council, formed last August 
in accordance with a Diet decision taken more than a year 
ago, has at long last set about making a study of the new 
Constitution wnich came into force on May 3, 1947. Unfor- 
tunately, the Socialist Party still refuses to join in the 
council's deliberations, despite repeated invitations. 

It needs perhaps to be emphasized, in view of the atti- 
tude of the Socialists, that the council’s duty is simply to 
discuss the advisability of constitutional amendment and, 
if suth amendment is considered to be advisable, what 
would be the best form for this to take. 

Acttial changes in the Constitution can only be made 
through the Diet. Article 96 lays down that amendments to 
th® Constitution shall be initiated by the Diet, through 


’ g@ concurring vote of two-thirds or more of all the members 


of each Hotise, and shall thereupon be submitted to the 
peuple for ratification, which shall require the affirmative 
vote of a majority of all votes cast thereon, at a special 
referendum or at such election as the Diet shall specify. 

Obviously, if the Diet is to place any proposal for 
change in the Constitution before the people it must be in 
possession of all the facts relating to its working from the 
time of its inauguration up to the present. These facts it 
should be the duty of the research council to elucidate. 
But this certainly does not mean that the Diet will be 
bound to formulate any particular proposal to lay before 


the people. 


The council should be prepared to hear every sort of 
view from all responsible sources on constitutional matters, 
and it seems ridiculous that the Socialist Party should re- 
fuse to take part in the discussions. The Socialists appear 
to have taken the view that the present Constitution is per- 
fect and therefore they are not prepared even to discuss it. 


This attitude can hardly be 


considered democratic. And 


we would like to see, even at this late hour, the adoption 
of a more reasonable position on their part. 

The research ccuncil, with or without Socialist partici- 
pation, will no doubt make a thorough study of the Con- 


stitution as a whole. 


So far, 


we think it can be said that 


the Constitution has worked fairly well. Some people feel 
that the first chapter should be so amended as to give the 
Emperor a larger role in state matters, but the real dif- 
ferences of opinion arise over the second chapter which 
declares that land, sea, and air forces, as well as other war 
potential, will never be maintained and insists that the 
right of belligerency of the state will not be recognized. 
Whatever may be personal opinions on these issues, 
we believe that only benefit can arouse from their proper 


discussion.

Rice and Economy 


Bumper Crop Will Ease Money Market but Also Raises Problems 


The Ministry of Agriculture 
and Forestry has recently an- 
nounced that Japan is expected 
to enjoy a bumper rice crop for 
the third consecutive year. The 
ministry said that this year’s 
rice crop would .reach some 
377,154,00 bushels according to 
its check-up conducted as of 
Aug. 15. 

If this estimate materializes, 
this will be the largest crop in 
the history of Japan, second 
only to the 1955 harvest, which 
exceeded the 80 million koku 
(about 400 million bushels) 
mark. . 

It has been generally accept- 
ed as a common rule that we 
cannot hope for a bumper 
rice crop for a second con- 
secutive year. But we are now 
likely to enjoy a good rice crop 
not for the second but for the 
third consecutive year. 

As one of the reasons for this 
good prospect of rice crop we 
cannot overlook the fact that 
the weather has been favorable 
for rice growing. This year the 
temperature was generally high 
during the rice growing season. 
And we had a good many fine 
days and proper rainfall. 

Furthermore, we may point 
out a remarkable advance in 
agricultural techniques and in- 
secticides as a second factor res- 
ponsible for the expected in- 
crease in rice crop. 

Per Unit Increase 

Thus, the amount of rice crop 
per unit area has increased to- 
day by about 50 per cent over 
the Taisho Era _ (1912-1926). 
Consequently, we can say that 
today’s normal crop of rice 
might be regarded as exception- 
ally good by former standards. 

There is another factor res- 
ponsible for this year’s estimate 
of 377,154,000 bushels, which 
should not escape our attention. 
This year Government § au- 
thorities concerned revised the 
total estimated acreage under 
rice cultivation, on which a crop 
forecast is based. 

On-the-spot surveys of rice 
paddies conducted since 1950, 
disclosed that there was a dif- 
ference between the area of 
lands on the terriers and the 
actual acreage, the latter being 
Jarger by as much as 5 per cent, 
This year’s comparatively larger 
figure of estimated rice crop is 
presumably due to the fact that 
it was made on the basis of the 
revised figure. If the former 
acreage figure had been applied, 
the estimate would have been 
reduced to around 365 million 
bushels, 


More Accurate 

While it is worthwhile to 
note the above technical aspect 
behind this year’s rice forecast, 
the fact still remains that the 
figure is so large that ‘we may 
reasonably expect to enjoy a 
good rice harvest again this 
year. 

It has so far been customary 
for the Government to make a 
conservative rice crop estimate 
as against the actual harvest. 
This was due partly to the fact 
that farmers were apt to under- 
estimate their rice crops in or- 
der to lighten their burden of 
delivery and partly to the fact 
that there was a considerable 
discrepa=cy between the area 
of lands listed on the terriers 
and the actual acreage under 
cultivation. This difference has 
been the main source of rice 
supplies to the black market. 

However, as a result of the 
correction of the difference the 
Government is now in a posi- 
tion to grasp the actual amount 
of rice supplies more accurate- 
ly than in the past. 

A good crop of rice is a mat- 
ter for congratulation in any 
year, but we have special rea- 
son this year to rejoice in the 
prospect of a bumper rice crop. 
There is scarcely need to point 
out that if Japan is able to 
reduce rice imports as a result 
of a good crop of rice, this will 
go a long way to contribute to 
the improvement of Japan’s 
position in the _ international 
accounts, which is a matter of 
prime importance under the 
present conditions of the na- 
tional economy. 

Effect on 

Looking back on the past, we 
see that Japan had to import 
1,430,000 tons of rice worth $250 
million in 1954 as a result of an 
extremely bad rice crop in the 
previous year, 

On the other hand, rice im- 
ports were reduced to 760,000 
tons valued at $108 million 
in 1956, or around half of the 
1954 figure, as a result of a good 
rice crop of the preceding year. 

At the present time when it 
is urgently needed for Japan to

improve its trade balance, an 
increased rice crop should be 
given a hearty welcome. 
However, viewed from the 
angle of export expansion, this 
has some drawbacks. Japan im- 
parts large quantities of rice 
from Thailand and Burma, If 
Japan buys less rice from these 
countries, Japanese exports to 
them will inevitably dwindle. 
Domestically, increase in ricé 
harvest will have a far-reaching

effect on the financial conditions. 
As a general rule, money be- 
comes easy in the rice delivery 
season after October, as the 
Government has to make large 
sums of payments to farmers to 
purchase their rice, 

According to delivery contracts 
of farmers with the Govern- 
ment, this year’s total purchase 
is estimated to reach 29,800,000 
koku (around 149 million 
bushels). 


Ease Money Market 


It is possible that this figure 
may be further advanced in 
case the actual crop exceeds ex- 
pectations. 

The Government payments 
will roughly total ¥300 million 
at a rate of ¥10,000 per 
koku. Of this amount, 20 per 
cent has already been paid to 
farmers when the delivery con- 
tracts were concluded. This 
means that some ¥240 million 
still remains to be paid to 
farmers. 

Release of this amount of 
Government funds to farmers 
as rice payments will certainly 
be a factor that will contribute 
to the easing of the extremely 
tightened money market, | 

Government payments made 
to farmers through the Agri- 
culture-Forestry Central Bank 
will find their way to agricul- 
tural cooperatives and local 
banks. In this way, the money 
will finally go to replenish larg- 
er city banks, which are now 
in acute shortage of funds, 

In addition to this, there will 
be another factor in or around 
October to relax the current 
stringent monetary conditions. 

Trade Balanced 

Exports and imports were 
nearly balanced already in June 
and exports exceeded imports in 
August, on a letter of credit 
basis. These favorable condi- 
tions in the balance between 
L/C receipt and issuance will 
be reflected in the actual trade 
balance in or around October. 


A favorable trade balance 
means a corresponding amount 
of yen funds being released 
from the Foreign Exchange 
Fund Special Account. 

In this way, there is a pos- 
sibility that the money market 
may be eased in or around 
October as a result of the re- 
lease of Government funds for 
rice purchases as well as of 
the expected improvement in 
the oalance of trade. 

However, the Government 
and the Bank of Japan will per- 
sist.in their efforts to withdraw 
funds from private industries 
by means of withdrawal of 
Bank of Japan advances and 
selling operations of bank- 


issued debentures in the hands y 


of the Bank of Japan. 

Therefore, it would be safer 
to predict that money will con- 
tinue to be tight after October 
even under these favorable 
conditions. 

Rice Price Hike 

There is another question 
that we should pay attention 
to in connection with the ex- 
pected bumper rice crop. This 
is the proposed raising of the 
consumer rice price. The Kishi 
Cabinet decided before its re- 
shuffle to raise tue rice price 
as from Oct. 1, and the present 
Cabinet has made plain its 
intention to follow the decision. 

Ichiro Kono, director of the 
Economic Planning Agency and 
unofficial boss of the Cabinet, is 
expected to cooperate with 
Agriculture- Forestry Minister 
Munenori Akagi in the plan to 
raise the rice price, in spite of 
his “personal” opinion against 
the hike. 

The Government explains that 
the raising of the consumer rice 
price is necessitated to decrease 
a deficit in the Foodstuff Con- 
trol Special Account. 

(At present, the price of rice 
rationed to consumers is not set 
to cover the cost from Govern- 
ment purchase to distribution to 
consumers. Therefore, the cost 
naturally finds its expression in 
the special account in the form 
of a deficit.) 

Further, the Government 
gives as another reason for the 
raise the fact that the consumer 
rice price has remained intact 
since January 1954. 

Rescrutiny Needed 

It is surprising that the rice 
price should be raised at a time 
when a bumper crop is expect- 
ed, from the viewpoint of an 
economic law that the demand 
and supply situation is the prin- 
cipal factor for price fluctua- 
tions. 

‘This reason for this abnormal 
state of affairs should be sought 
in the fact that economic con- 
trols prevent an economic law 
from working in a natural way. 

The amount of rice ration is 
so limited that consumers get 
it only for about 10 days in a 
month. The question is whe- 
ther it is necessary today to 
maintain this unnatural rice 
control system even at the cost 
of a big yearly deficit in the 
Government account. 

This year’s good rice harvest 
should compel a rescrutiny of 
this system,

To the Editor: 

I read with interest “Observ- 
er’s” letter in your issue of 
Sept. 22 wherein he _ takes 
ou to task for referring in a 
leading article to the “disastrous 
doings” of the Government of 
Red China. 

He says he lived in that coun- 
try till a few months ago and 
praises conditions there—even 
to the extent of declaring that 
“600 million of the world’s peo- 
ple may well consider them- 
selves fortunate that such ‘disa- 
ster’ has befallen them.” 


I also have had the “pleasure” 
of living for two years in Red 
China and must confess that I 
was the eye-witness of many 
“disastrous doings.” 

At one time, I lived on a 
street on the direct route from 
the Central Police Station to the 
Ward Road Gaol in Shanghai. 
All day long on many days there 
passed my house, going in the 
direction of the gaol, mctor lor- 
ries in which Chinese of the 
laboring class were herded. 
Dressed in their blue cotton 
clothes, they were tied up with 
straw ropes. 

These men were taken to 
Ward Road Gaol and many were 
subsequently “liquidated,” their 
chief offense apparently being 
that they belonged to labor un- 
ions and other organizations 
which did not see eye to eye 
with the Communist authorities 
om political matters. 

Of course, I realize that “Ob- 
server” writes only of the living 
and takes no account of the 
hundreds of thousands, perhaps 
millions, who have been but- 
chered in order that commu- 
nism may be forced upon the 
Chinese nation. The dead can- 
not speak!
